Rep u blican Natio n al Co mmittee 
u n an imo u sly ap p ro v ed its first 
wo man chairman to day an d 
heard Presiden t Fo rd declare 
the No v ember electio n is a 
battle to elect “an in flatio n - 
p ro o f Co n g ress.” 
Fo rd an d Vice Presiden t-des­ 
ig n ate Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller 
addressed a lu n cheo n after 
Mrs. Mary Lo u ise Smith o f 
Io wa, a v eteran p arty o rg an izer 
p icked by Fo rd, was u n an i­ 
mo u sly ap p ro v ed by the Re­ 
p u blican Natio n al Co mmittee 
fo r the p arty chairman ship . 
Fo rd n o ted p rev io u s dire p re­ 
dictio n s o f massiv e Rep u blican 
lo sses this No v ember an d elec­ 
tio n o f a "v eto -p ro o f Co n g ress" 
bu t said that seemed less likely 
n o w. 
“What we wan t to elect ... is 


an in flatio n -p ro o f Co n g ress,” he 
said, addin g that he wo u ld back 
can didates p ledg ed to ho ld 
do wn federal sp en din g . 
If en o u g h o f these can be 
elected, he said, “I thin k we 
will hav e defeated o u r p u blic 
en emy No . 1,” in flatio n . 
Fo rd p ledg ed that the 1976 
camp aig n , in which he p resu m­ 
ably will be the Rep u blican 
p residen tial can didate, “will be 
in the han ds o f the Rep u blican 
Natio n al Co mmittee.” 


That drew ap p lau se fro m the 
n atio n al co mmittee members, 
man y o f who m resen ted the 
way the fo rmer Presiden t Rich­ 
ard M. Nix o n ’s 197 2 re-electio n 
camp aig n was ru n thro u g h a 
sep arate Co mmittee fo r the Re- 
electio n o f the Presiden t.

men din g Fo rd an d Ro ckefeller 
an d p raisin g fo rmer Presiden t 
Richard M. Nix o n “fo r his 
achiev emen ts” an d fo r hav in g 
had “the co u rag e to make the 
decisio n he tho u g ht was best 
fo r America” by resig n in g last 
mo n th. 


The 5 9-y ear-o ld Mrs. Smith, 
who as p arty co -chairman fo r

to day acco mp an ied by his Chicag o atto rn ey , 
Mark Kadish. 
Stricklan d an d a co mp an io n , James Whit­ 
mo re, 24 , Ro ckfo rd, were bo th arrested in 
Dix o n , fo llo win g the sho o tin g o f William 
Smardo , o wn er o f Bill’s Tradin g Po st, in Ro ­ 
chelle. The sho o tin g o ccu rred Dec. 24 , 197 3, as 
Smardo was clo sin g fo r the day to celebrate 
Christmas Ev e. 
Stricklan d, who had been schedu led to g o 
o n trial to day fo r mu rder an d armed ro bbery , 
en tered the g u ilty p lea du rin g a su p p ressio n 
hearin g Thu rsday after Ju dg e Mo o re den ied a 
mo tio n to q u ash iden tificatio n p ro cedu res 
u sed the n ig ht o f his arrest. 
The p lea came with an u n derstan din g 
fro m the co u rt that Stricklan d receiv e a min i­ 
mu m sen ten ce o f 17 y ears with n o max imu m 
amo u n t o f y ears. The state, rep resen ted by 
Ray mo n d McKo ski, sp ecial p ro secu to r with 
the atto rn ey g en eral’s o ffice, reco mmen ded a 
5 0-to 15 0-y ear sen ten ce fo r Stricklan d. 
Stricklan d was retu rn ed to his cell at the 
Pu blic Safety Bu ildin g , where he awaits 
tran sp o rt to the Dep artmen t o f Co rrectio n s 


fo r p lacemen t. 
Un der the state p en al sy stem, Stricklan d 
will be elig ible fo r p aro le in 11 y ears, three 
mo n ths. 
Stricklan d was iden tified as the g u n man in 
the sho o tin g in ciden t, while Whitmo re was the 
driv er waitin g o u tside the tradin g p o st. 


Whitmo re p leaded g u ilty to the armed ro b­ 
bery charg e, by p assin g a ju ry trial. He re­ 
ceiv ed a 4 - to 12-y ear p riso n term. 
The p air was arrested sev eral ho u rs after 
the sho o tin g when p o lice here iden tified the 
g etaway car described by witn esses west o f 
Dix o n .

The true change that lurks behind 
West Germany ’s $2 billion loan to It­ 
aly is the international monetary 
sy stem’s break with the earlier role 
of gold. 
The setup operates on what is 
called the two-tier sy stem. It means 
there are two prices for gold. One is 
the going price in London, Zurich, 
Brussels, Frankfurt, Amsterdam, 
etc. This has ranged up to $180 an 
ounce. 
The other is the official monetary 
price in transactions between gov­ 
ernments. This has been $42.22 an 
ounce since February , 1973. 
But, behind the scenes, an im­ 
mensely important and largely un­ 
publicized event took place this 
summer. Meeting quietly in Paris 
the world’s 10 leading financial pow­ 
ers—-the so-called Group of T en - 
agreed that countries using their of­ 
ficial gold reserves as collateral for 
intergovernmental loans can value 
their gold much closer to the free 
market price. 
Probably the biggest beneficiary 
of this is the Soviet Union. Russia’s 
gold reserves are immense and she 
is today the second largest gold pro­ 
ducer in the world. And when Chan­ 
cellor Helmut Schmidt and Premier 
Rumor Mariano signed their Aug. 31 
agreement at Bellagio on Lake Co­ 
mo, their action formalized the 
change. 
The Soviet Union is off to the rac­ 
es. 
The $2 billion credit (9 per cent 
interest) requires Italy to place 515 
tons of her gold reserves—one-fifth 
of the total—at West Germany ’s dis­ 
posal as a repay ment guarantee. 
These tons remain earmarked in the 
vaults of the Bank of Italy and the 
Federal Reserve Bank in New York. 
But the gold is valued at 80 per 
cent of its free market price during 
the previous eight weeks. TTie price 
then ranged form $145 to $56 an 
ounce. Thus the value was calculat­ 
ed at $120 an ounce. 
Gold, the key to international 
confidence, remains universally and 
timelessly accepted and unques­ 
tioned. With worldwide millions, the 
wisdom of generations shows that 
gold is real wealth and paper money 
or bank balances are not. Genera­ 
tion after generation have learned— 
the hard way —that gold weighs 
more and can be kept longer than 


politicians’ pledges. 
“If gold ruste,’’ as Chaucer said, 
“What shal iren do?” But gold 
doesn’t rust. The metal made the in­ 
ternational gold standard the great- 
es adventure in economic “integra­ 
tion” the world has ever seen. It 
worked toward turning the world in­ 
to a single market. 
Gold, however, is also a commod­ 
ity . And like other commodities, its 
price swings are enormous, vicious 
and—like the stock market—loaded 
with surprises. 
The London gold market tradi­ 
tionally supplies buy ers with 12.5- 
kilogram (27.5 pounds) bars. Paris 
market dealers go as low as gold 
bars of one kilogram (2.2 pounds). 
Monetary gold bought by govern­ 
ments is easily distinguishable from 
the hoarding and speculative de­ 
mand. And when the gold specula­ 
tors pushed gold up to $45 an ounce, 
their in-out losses were colossal. 
In December, 1969, the London 
free market gold price plunged be­ 
low the official monetary level to 
$34.90 an ounce. This was the lowest 
price in the 36 y ears since President 
Franklin Roosevelt fix ed the price 
for monetary gold at $35, an increase 
of more than $14 an ounce from its 
old price of $20.67. 


Zurich bankers tell me many oil- 
rich Arab potentates have totaled at 
least $2 billion in losses, try ing to 
outguess the gold market—not en­ 
tirely unlike the ty pe of colossal for­ 
eign ex change losses incurred by 
New York’s Franklin National 
Bank, London’s Lloy ds Bank, the 
Herstatt Bank of Cologne, the Allge- 
meine W irtschaftbank in Vienna 
and many other banks in Europe and 
elsewhere. 
Chancellor Schmidt “ stopped 
out” Italy at $120 an ounce. In effect, 
Italy enjoy s a tremendous gold 
write-up and is issuing West Ger­ 
many gold-backed promissory notes 
based on the higher gold price. If the 
free market falls below $120, West 
Germany can, and will, demand 
more Italian gold as collateral. The 
overall result only helps make our 
so-called international monetary 
sy stem a floating craps game. 
Actually , a true international 
monetary sy stem is no longer func­ 
tioning. There isn’t any . And that’s a 
danger threatening us into a world 
Depression. 


Magazine at 50 
looks ahead to next

Any magazine that survives to 
celebrate its 50th anniversary in 
these inflationary and rapidly 
changing times deserves congratu­ 
lations. When the an n iversary 
comes only a y ear after the maga­ 
zine was in bankruptcy and seemed 
headed the way of so many others, 
the event is especially noteworthy . 
The Saturday Review of Litera­ 
ture first saw the light of print as a 
weekly magazine on Aug 2, 1924, 
with Henry Seidel Canby , editor, and 
Amy Loveman, William Rose Benet 
and Christopher Morley , assistant 
editors. Readership was 23,000 and 
the price 10cents per copy . 
Through boom, bust and then de­ 
pression, the Review struggled 
along, scarcely ex panding its mod­ 
est circulation but remaining true to 
the standards its editors originally 
set for it. Young writers now consid­ 
ered classic names in American lit­ 
erature were introduced in its pag­ 
es—Hemingway , Dos Passos, Stein­ 
beck and others. Bernard DeVoto 
became editor in 1936 and was suc­ 
ceeded by George Stevens in 1938 In 
1940, 25-y ear-old Normal Cousins 
joined the staff as ex ecutive editor 
and shortly became editor. 
In 1952, the name was shortened 
to Saturday Review in keeping with 
the magazine’s greatly ex panded 
coverage, which by then included 
weekly sections on music, theater, 
films and travel as well as increas­ 
ingly respected editorials by Cous­ 
ins. By 1964, circulation had risen to 
400,000.

It's still 
a healthy 
looking corpse

WASHINGTON (NEA)— This 
opinion will go against the tide. To­ 
day , virtually every economist of 
note is rushing to outdo his fellows in 
outlining the sad shape of the econo­ 
my . Daily , these men inflate their 
forecasts of gloom and doom. But 
the underly ing economy is in sound 
shape, only terrible mismanage­ 
ment on the top and paraly zing fear 
among money managers can create 
the dreadful economic shambles 
now being forecast. 
This is not to discount the suffer­ 
ing caused by sky rocketing prices 
and rising unemploy ment, nor the 
possibility or probability of misman­ 
agement both in Washington and in 
the offices of banks, investment 
funds and other financial institutions 
often governed by emotionalism. 
But consider these facts: 
Industries whose output is crucial 
to economic recovery and for the 
control of inflation are now ex pand­ 
ing at record speed. Orders for ma­ 
chine tools and industrial machinery 
urgently needed for upp;ng produc­ 
tion of critical materials have ex ­ 
ceeded capacity , not for a few weeks 
but for month after month of late. 
Plants for turning out fertilizer are 
being constructed at a pace so rapid 
fear is already being voiced of over­ 
capacity . 
Industrial construction is well 
above last y ear. Steel, copper and 
chemical output has been running at 
90 per cent of capacity . 
Prospects are bright for a bum­ 
per food crop in 1975. The particular 
combination of factors which blasted 
hopes for a record in corn this y ear 
(and which will probably result in a 
6 per cent decline in major food and 
feed grains overall) aren’t likely two 
y ears in a row. 
Food and fertilizer, machine 
tools, machinery , steel, chemicals, 
aluminum and a variety of other in­ 
dustrial materials and semifinished 
products are the bedrock for a 
healthy economy . And here is pre­ 
cisely where the action is. 
The industries now suffering— 
automobile manufacturing, home 
construction and some consumer 
nondurables—are competing for 
those very materials required for 
ex panding industries. The consumer 
is wise in making cutbacks here for 
if we are to have the necessary ex ­ 
pansion in industries which underpin 
our economy , those purchases of 
products which compete for essen­ 
tial raw materials must be post­ 
poned whenever they can be. These 
actions by the consumer will make 
possible the ex pansion in basic ca­ 
pacity which will mean more homes 
and a higher standard of living with 
less inflation down the road. 
We are thus heading in the right 
direction industrial and food produc­ 
tion. The flaw, as indicated above, 
lies in the fiscal policies of the gov­ 
ernment and in the management of 
the money and credit markets. 
The farmer can buy the in­ 
creased fertilizer and improved 
seeds he needs to increase produc­ 
tivity only if he can secure the credit 
he requires, and at reasonable rates. 
He can only ex pand the land he has 
under production by investing in the 
equipment and developmental work 
necessary to ex ploit unused hilly and 
other marginal land. That too takes 
money at reasonable rates.

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THE HEADSMAN 
OUT ON STRIKE 


LONDON (LENS)— The gloves 
are off. The competition for the 
fighter aircraft that will replace the 
aging F-104s of Belgium, Denmark, 
Holland and Norway is entering its 
last hard-slugging stage. It seems 
certain that the finalists are 
France’s Mirage F-l and the Ameri­ 
can Cobra, made by Northrop. But 
nothing else about the affairs is cer­ 
tain. 
The American and French gov­ 
ernments, and the two rival plane- 
making companies, are working 
hard to outbid each other on price, 
sub-contracting deals and assembly 
arrangements. 
The Americans are calling the F- 
1 the last of y esterday ’s technology , 
and the French say a “European’’ 
plane is the way for the four coun­ 
tries to avoid undue dependence on 
an American that could leave Eur­ 
ope any day . 
The toughness of the competition 
is not surprising. At stake are not 
only the contracts from the four 
countries, which will total about $3.7 
billion, but spare parts for y ears to 
come and a good possibility for large 
sales to other countries, both in and 
outside NATO. 
Some French aircraft designers 
(and salesmen) have been say ing 
that one of the potential buy ers— 
Belgium—has already decided on 
the F-l. This is largely gamesman­ 
ship; although there are genuine dif­ 
ferences within the four-nation buy ­ 
er group, the four are still negotiat­ 
ing together, and Belgium has not 
made its decision y et. The four have 
it all going their way now, and can 


certainly get a better deal by stick­ 
ing together. Their defense minis­ 
ters will visit Paris nex t week and 
then Washington for what may be 
the last haggle. 
In choosing between the Mirage 
and the Cobra there are two main is­ 
sues, and one of these is vital: the 
number of planes NATO will buy . 
The most important concessions the 
ministers of the four countries could 
demand is that the country that gets 
the contract should order a substan­ 
tial number of the winning planes for 
its own air force. Not only would this 
reduce the cost per plane, by making 
a longer production run, but it would 
come close to creating a standard­ 
ized NATO fighter, a military ad­ 
vantage of absolutely untouchable 
importance. 
If it turns out that both France 
and the United States will agree to 
this, the American plane looks like 
the better choice. The Americans 
could afford to buy more of their Co­ 
bras, and would commit them to 
NATO, something France is proba­ 
bly not y et ready to do with its 
planes. 
One paradox of this whole busi­ 
ness is that neither the French air 
force nor the American one is very 
keen on its own country ’s entry in 
this competition. The French have a 
few F-ls in their air force, but in­ 
stead of putting more into service 
they would rather wait a few y ears 
for the ACF, a new Mirage which is 
coming along. 
The American air force does not 
like the Cobra as much as the F-15 
Eagle, a super-delux e aircraft that

Normal heart rates are said 
to be between 60 and 100 beats 
per minu te. The problem is the 
definition of normal. It is u sed 
to define the common finding. If 
y ou measu red the resting heart 
rate y ou wou ld find it between 
60 and 100 in most people. 


Normal, meaning “com­ 
mon,” isn’t too helpfu l in 
ev alu ating 
health. 
In 
a 
popu lation where ov er half of 
the people die from heart and 
v ascu lar disease, being normal 
can be downright dangerou s. 
What y ou want are optimal 
findings — meaning the kind of 
measu rements y ou see in the 
people with the least amou nt of 
illness or the lowest death rate. 
Thu s, it is proper to say a 
resting heart rate below 70 is 
more of an optimal v alu e than a 
rate abov e 80. Howev er, both 
v alu es are normal. 


When a person has a higher 
heart rate it really serv es as a 
warning to the doctor to look for 
the cau se. If it is cigarettes the 
patient shou ld qu it. He shou ld 
qu it any way . If it is becau se he 
is ou t of shape and ov erweight, 
he needs a ftiness program. If it 
is from liv ing with a cu p of cof­ 
fee alway s in his hand, he 
shou ld stop that. In some cases 
it is simple anx iety , and the 
doctor may want to reassu re 
him or find ou t what is cau sing 
the anx iety . 


A “resting” heart rate shou ld 
be one taken early in the 
morning before the person 
starts doing a lot of phy sical 
activ ity or gets inv olv ed in life’s 
situ ations. Or, it can be later in 
the day , bu t then it will be in­ 
flu enced by what has been 
going on. Many men sitting at 
their desk in the afternoon will 
hav e a heart rate ov er 100. The 
office coffee, cigarettes, lack of 
phy sical fitness and stress all 
contribu te to the finding. It is 
probably this indiv idu al with 
these u nhealthy habits who is 
most likely to drop dead or hav e 
a heart attack. So, a ‘high 
normal” heart rate is a sy mp­ 
tom. If it is cau sed by u nhealthy 
habits the thing to do is correct 
the habits.

collectors often overlook many 
small, seemingly unimportant 
objects. 
That’s why Bill Rodgers en­ 
joys collecting pocketknives. 
'Diey are small, still fairly easy 
to find in his Colorado-Kansas 
area and prices are reasonable. 
Too, there’s the thrill of find­ 
ing something unusual or un­ 
known which adds to the store 
of information about the Amer­ 
ican pocketknife, he said. 
In the more than 150 years 
since Henry Harrington owned 
and operated the first cutlery 
manufactory in the United 
States literally hundreds of 
makers have gone into and out 
of business. So much so, he 
pointed out, that there are large 
gaps in our history of the fold- 
up knife. 


Although the knife was an in­ 
dispensable tool to the pioneers, 
most of them were imported 
from England or Germany. The 
beginning of World War I and 
restricted tariff laws at the turn 
of the century gave added im­ 
portance to the American pock­ 
etknife industry. 
Knives made between 1900 
and 1920 are the ones most 
sought after by collectors. 
However, rumors circulated 
from one collector to another 
concerning makers going out of 
business or discontinuing pro­ 
duction of certain styles have 
created a certain demand for 
even new knives, the collector 
said. 


To the uninitiated, the names 
jackknife and penknife are sy­ 
nonymous with pocketknife. 
However, the term jackknife 
refers to any knife with not 
more than two blades opening 
from the same end. A penknife 
is small with blades opening 
from opposite ends. 
Businessmen have used the 
pocketknife as an advertising 
medium for nearly a century. 
Because of this it is possible to 
build a really fine collection of 
knives in the shape of a bever- 


Mo., distributed pocketknives 
to beer distributors and friends 
from the 1880s to the early 
1900s. They were silver, pearl, 
bone or enamel. Many of them 
had a small peephole through 
which a likeness of Adolphus 
Busch could be seen. 
Because pocketkniv^ were 
generally a masculine acces­ 
sory some of the advertising 
was considered pretty spicy for 
that era and included pictures 
of dancing girls, bathing beau­ 
ties. Some were made in the 
shape of a feminine leg. 
The field of pocketknife col­ 
lecting is large enough for all 
interests and a collection can 
take many forms. Pocketknife 
collecting has attracted many 
enthusiasts over the years and 
perhaps the most illustrious 
name among collectors is that 
of Abraham Lincoln.

(Note: Today’s column is written by Joanne) 
“ If you would allow your child to work as a professional model 
for TV commercials and catalog advertising,” the letter read, “ I 
would like to speak to you. If the information I have is correct, I 
want to arrange a TV audition as soon as possible.” 
• The letter from the agency appealed to a parent’s vanity and 
greed. Every parent mythologized their children, believing they 
had hidden talents and unique charm. A kid didn’t have to be cute to 
be on TV. Hadn’t Mason Reese made enough with his gremlin face 
and voice to retire before reaching fourth grade? 
As vain and greedy as the next parent, we phoned immediately, 
telling ourselves it would be fun for Rachel and receiving the agen­ 
cy’s assurance that there would be no charge for the audition. 
On Saturday morning the agency waiting room was jammed 
with anxious parents and the cleanest bunch of kids you’ve ever 
seen. Mothers leafed through catalogues of children’s photos, 
glancing up at the scrubbed faces of their own youngsters, and 
glancing back at the professional photos. 
Wasn’t their 2-year-old as winning as this one, featured on the 
carton of tinker toys? How much hamburger could their cute little 
toddler earn with a simple smile? 
Rachel was called into the video room— no parents allowed. 
We could hear the photographer asking for happy faces, sad faces, 
pcfcm recitals and the concluding request which sent Lew up the 
wall— “ Say by-by from Hollywood!” One week later the president 
oflhe agency gave us the results of Rachel’s screen test. “ She looks 
great. Can you come in next Saturday and talk about Rachel’s 
future?” 
Surrounded by photos of children demonstrating toys, eating 
pdtkaged cereals and smiling, smiling, smiling, a man who looked 
like Fred Allen with bad teeth explained that the agency wanted to 
“ merchandise” Rachel. “ Merchandising her will mean photo­ 
glyphs and a videotape that we can supply.” 
That word merchandising made us feel we were considering 
the proposal of a white slave trader. 
We learned that a still session usually lasted three or four hours 
and paid $10 an hour, while a TV session paid a minimum of $165.90.

Sox ' Dick Allen 
soys he 's 
quitting

CHICAGO (AP) - Dick Allen 
took batting and infield prac­ 
tice for the first time in two 
years Saturday night and then 
announced his retirement from 
baseball. 
The move appeared to be in 
line with his sometimes stormy 
and controversial career — ex­ 
cept for an emotion-filled 
speech he gave his Chicago 
> ^ite Sox teammates before 
departing. 
Baseball’s highest paid star, 
at $225,000 per annum with an­ 
other year to go on his contract, 
Allen hung ’em up at the age of 
34. 
Although he hadn’t hit a home 
run since Aug. 16, Allen still led 
the American League with 32 
homers and had 88 runs batted 
in, with a . 301 average.

He called his teammates to­ 
gether before Saturday night’s 
game against California An­ 
gels and said “This is hard for 
me Co say. I’ve never been hap­ 
pier anywhere than here. 
You’re still gonna be a good ball 
club without me. You’ve got a 
good manager in this guy.’’ 
Manager Chuck Tanner said 
Allen had tears in his eyes dur­ 
ing his speech. 
Asked if there was any 
chance Allen might come back, 
‘The way it is now, I doubt it,’’ 


said Tanner, who has cajoled 
Uie slugger before. 
When the Sox traded Tommy 
John to the Los Angeles Dodg­ 
ers for Allen after the 1971 sea­ 
son, Allen stated he didn’t want 
to play for the Sox. 
Tanner not only talked to Al­ 
len, whom he has known since 
Allen was a prep star in west­ 
ern Pennsylvania, but also to 
Allen’s mother. 
Allen, who had spent seven 
seasons at Philadelphia and one 
each at St. Louis and Los 
Angeles, took the American 
League by storm in 197 2. 
He batted .308 with 37 home 
runs and 113 runs batted in as 
White Sox attendance zoomed 
over the coveted million mark 
for the first time in seven years. 
The White Sox handed Allen 
an unheard of three-year con­ 
tract for $67 5,000 and started 
talking about a pennant. 
But Allen suffered a frac­ 
tured leg and missed most of 
the 197 3 campaign. 
He came back strong this 
season and appeared that he 
would even exceed his 1966 
campaign at Philadelphia when 
he hit 4 0 home runs. 
But Allen’s bat almost be­ 
came silent in mid-August after 
suffering a shoulder injury 
while breaking up a double 
play. He also has been suffering 
from a bad back and last week 
came down with a cold and 
didn’t come to the park Wed­ 
nesday night. 
Allen was on hand Thursday 
and Friday but was not in the 
lineup either night. 
Allen ended his career with 
319 home runs and a lifetime 
.300 batting average.

The Circuit Court of Cook County in the case of DOROTHY HRADEK, etc., et al., plaintiffs, vs. MARSHALL 
RORSHAIC, etc., et al., 66 CH 7 4 91 has held that Rule 52 of the Illinois Retailers^ Occupation Tax Rules was un­ 
constitutional and void insofar as it prohibited a deduction of Cigarette Use Tax from the selling price of cigarettes 
for the purpose of computation of the Illinois Use Tax. Prior to the Court's Decree, the Illinois Department of Revenue 
required that the Cigarette Use Tax assessed on a package of cigarettes be included as part of the base price on which 
Sales Tax was computed. Therefore, a taxpayer paid Sales Tax on Cigarette Use Tax. The Court held this to be im­ 
proper and has provided that tax payments improperly collected on retail purchases are to be refunded to the taxpayer 
who bore the burden of the tax. The taxpayer's right to refund is subject to final approval by the Circuit Court of 
Cook County in the above captioned litigation. 


TAX PAYMENTS ELIGIBLE FOR REFUND 
The Circuit Court directed the Treasurer of the State of Illinois to establish a Protest Fund and to. deposit a portion 
of the Illinois Cigarette Taxes collected by the state in that Fund to serve as a source for reimbursement to taxpayers 
of taxes collected pursuant to the provisions of Rule 52. Any person who purchased cigarettes in the State of Illinois 
on which tax was assessed pursuant to Rule 52 during the period January 1, 1967 , the date on which payments were 
first niade into the l^otest Fund, to December 1,197 1, the date on which the Department of Revenue amended Rule 
52, is eligible to claim a refund. The amount of tax improperly assessed on a 20 cigarette package of cigarettes on 
January 1, 1967 was $0.0024 5. The amount of tax refundable will be determined by subsequent Order of the Circuit 
Court. The amount of the refund may be decreased if the Court allows costs of administration,'attorneys fees and 
other related expenses to be deducted from the refund, or if the total fund is not sufficient to pay all claims and the 
costs and expenses of processing and paying refunds. The validity of your claim and your right to a refund will be 
determined by the Circuit Court. No payment will be made until all claims have been filed, processed and payment 
approved by the Circuit Court of Cook County. 


TAXPAYERS ELIGIBLE TO FILE CLAIMS FOR REFUND 
Any purchaser who purchased cigarettes from any source in the State of Illinois not for the purpose of resale, but for 
his own consumption or for use as a gift and who was assessed and paid taxes pursuant to Rule 52, is eligible to claim 
a refund. A cigarette is defined as any roll for smoking made wholly or in part of tobacco irrespective of size or shape 
and whether or not such tobacco is flavored, adulterated or mixed with any other ingredient, and the wrapper or 
cover of which is made of paper or any other substance or material except tobacco.

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Ashfon b lanks Leaf River 20-0 
for first Up state illini victory

ASHTON— A p erson can correct a 
p encil’s mistake with an eraser and an 
error in making change can be refunded 
with a smile but mistakes and errors on a 
football field can lead to disaster. 
The Ashton Aces and Leaf Riv er De­ 
mons know. Ashton won its initial Up ­ 
state Illini Conference game 20-0, here, 
Saturday by utilizing a blocked p unt, six 
fumble recov eries and a p air of p ass in­ 
tercep tions on a sunny afternoon. The 
Aces were not p erfect, howev er, as Ash­ 
ton surrendered the football twice on 
fumbles but Leaf Riv er could not cap ital­ 
ize. 
Jim McNamara, Ashton head v arsity 
coach, offered as an ex p lanation for the 
dozen fumbles in the game: ‘T can’t be 
certain, but I do know Leaf Riv er was 
grabbing at the ball when they came in. 
Ed (Heckman, Ace quarterback) didn’t 
cov er the ball up well a coup le of times 
and they just got it away from him. 
“I don’t know what caused theirs,” 
McNamara added. “I know they were us­ 
ing a brand new ball but after three or 
four p lay s, it shouldn’t make a differ­ 
ence.” Whatev er the cause, Ashton was 
guilty of fiv e bobbles in the game and lost 
two while the Aces fell on six of the sev ­ 
en Demon fumbles. 
The Ashton v ictory by the 20-marker 
margin was directly accounted for by a 
blocked p unt, a fumble recov ery on the 
Leaf Riv er 17-y ard line and a 44-y ard 
p ass theft and runback by Ace junior 
Marc Heinhorst. 
Ashton got its op ening touchdown in 
the first quarter after each team had 
handled the ball three times. The Aces 
turned it ov er on a fumble, a p unt and 
downs, while Leaf Riv er lost p ossession 
on downs and a fumble recov ery by the 
home team’s Andy McCannon after 
George Kersten jarred the ball loose. 
The McCannon retriev e gav e Ashton 
first and 10 on the Demon 
Heckman 
lost attemp ting to p ass (tackle by Bob 
Burgett and Eric Nelson ) before Ace jun­ 
ior wingback Curt Dusing p icked up a 
p air on a rev erse around left end. Heck­ 
man skirted right end to get back to the 
original line of scrimmage. The fourt- 
down p ass attemp t was knocked down by 
Rick Roop . 
Leaf Riv er took ov er but could go no­ 
where. Ron Schelling was drop p ed for no 
gain up the middle. Jay Leisson was 


downed by Ashton’s Rob Richardson af­ 
ter a four-y ard adv ance and the third- 
down p ass (after a Demon offsides) fell 
incomp lete. 
The Demons lined up to p unt but Ash­ 
ton’s Norb Dunkel raced through to block 
the kick and Kersten fell on the loose ball 
for six p oints. Richardson added two 
p oints on a conv ersion run^ around right 
end. Neither team scored in the second 
stanza, with Ashton numbering fiv e p os­ 
sessions and Leaf Riv er one less. 
It was another dozen minutes of no 
p oints in the third quarter, altlK)ugh the 
Demons surged from their own 26 to the 
Ashton 27 before running out of downs. 
The series consisted of 14 p lay s, with Ron 
Jones carry ing the ball fiv e times for 21 
y ards. Another key gain was a 21-y ard 
p ass comp letion from Terry Miller to 
Leisson. 
The Aces took ov er control as Galen 
Eich and Kerry Winkle brought Miller to 
earth after a one-y ard gain on a fourth 
and sev en attemp t. Ashton kep t control 
for only a trio of p lay s before hav ing to 
giv e it back. Mike Pfeiffer’s p unt boomed 
49 y ards into the Demon end zone. 
Taking ov er on its own 20, Leaf Riv er 
fumbled on the first p lay . Winkle cov ered 
the ball on the Demon 17. Two bursts by 
Richardson up the middle gained nine 
before Pfeiffer got a new set of downs 
with only inches to sp are. Dusing then 
fumbled on a rev erse but Dunkel kep t the 
ball for the Aces with a recov ery on the 
four-y ard line. 
Pfeiffer cracked for three y ards be­ 
fore Heckman tallied the touchdown. 
Richardson’s conv ersion run was 
stop p ed. On the first p lay after the kick- 
off, Heinhorst step p ed in front of a Leaf 
Riv er receiv er and ran back the p ass 
theft 44 y ards for six p oints, to make it 20- 
0. Richardson was once again thwarted 
on the run attemp t. 
Ashton then made another bid for a 
touchdown as Richardson p ilfered a De­ 
mon aerial and ran it back to the Leaf 
Riv er 25. Pfeiffer drop p ed the ball on the 
first p lay , but Don Kennay smothered the 
fumble for an adv ance of sev en y ards. 
A p ass to Heinhorst lost three before 
Dusing zoomed through right end for a 
gain of 12. The driv e faltered, howev er, 
as Dusing’s run for three y ards was the 
only p ositiv e note on the nex t series. 
Leaf Riv er got a 67-y ard scoring 
scamp er by J(mes late in the game but 
the touchdown was called back due to an 


unsp ortsmanlike conduct p enalty on both 
sides. One p lay er from each side was 
ejected for p unches thrown, added to the 
p air of p lay ers already remov ed from the 
game. 
‘‘We p lay ed a real good ball game,” 
stated McNamara. ‘‘I was concerned at 
half when we were only eight (p oints) up 
but I knew we just had to go out and take 
it to them in the second half.” 
McNamara also commented on the 
showing of Heckman (two conp letions in 
14 efforts) in the p assing dep artment. 
‘‘Ed just wasn’t getting his feet set,” the 
coach said, ‘‘he was ov erthrowing the 
ball just about ev ery time. All his p asses 
were high and most of the time the ball 
was just a little ov erthrown. 
“The wind was also p lay ing tricks,” 
McNamara continued. ‘‘It was blowing 
across the field and made the p assing dif­ 
ficult. We had a good balanced attack,” 
he admitted when informed Richardson 
had 43 y ards rushing and Pfeiffer 37 for 
the game. ‘‘We hop e for good balance like 
that. 


‘‘We really needed something like this 
(a win),” stated McNamara. ‘‘We hav e 
looked bad in p ractice most of the week 
and I had a coach who told me ‘y ou look 
bad in p ractice and y ou’ll p lay good in a 
game, but I don’t want to count on it too 
much’.” 
‘‘We were going to block the p unt all 
the way ,” he added when questioned 
about the Dunkel maneuv er. ‘‘We had 
them standing on their own goal line and 
we noticed last week they were weak in 
holding off rushers on the p unter.” 
Richardson’s 43 y ards in 19 carries 
and Pfeiffer’s 37 in 11 attemp ts p aced the 
Ace rushing attack, which accounted for 
109 y ards and four of Ashton’s six first 
downs. The other two came v ia p enalty . 
Heckman’s two p ass comp letions gained 
31 y ards. Pfeiffer p unted four times for 
37.7 y ards a try . 'Hie Aces were whistled 
for sev en p enalties for a loss of 77 y ards. 
Leaf Riv er p icked up only four first 
downs with three by rush and one by 
p ass. The ground game accounted for 47 
y ards with Jones getting 35 while the 
p assing stats show three comp letions in 
14 efforts for 31 y ards. The Demons had 
10 p enalties for 90 y eards. Leaf Riv er 
p unters had a 17.5 norm in four boots.
